SOCIOLOGY SLCTIOX.
There would seem to be excellent rea-

son for the suggestion made by "Chari-
ties," a weekly publication devoted to
philanthropic work, that the section of
Social Economy in the World's I'alr of
IfKic; shall not be too closely related to
that of Education, but. to the contrary,
constitute a distinct department.

The jKilitt In this contention is that
the remedial and preventive' work of
charitable institutions. uch a ho-
spital, child-Havin- g agencies, homes for
aged people, colonies for epileptics and
other movements of a philanthropic na-

ture. Is sullleienlly important to wairant
the oig.'iiibntioti of a distinct depart-
ment with a building of Its own and to
be under Independent management.
This point is worthy of the considera-
tion of the World's I'air Conipiny.

In the sanie connection, also. It Is
urged by Professor C. A. Kllwood of the
Missouri Slate Unlversltj, secietary of
the Missouri Conference of Charities and
Corrections, that this ihpaitmeul should
be known as the Sociology Department
rather than as that of Social Economy.
Sir. Ellwood reasons that the Held to be
covered by such a department is broad,
and that the bioad title of
would thciefore be more appropriate.
He also earnestly advocates an intent
In this work which shall be in keeping
with the philanthropic progress of the
age.

These suggestions point to a vilal in-

terest In the proposed sociological sec-

tion, the significance' of which eshould
not be missed by the management of the
World's I'air. The matter Is lespcctftil-l- y

referred to the attention of the edu-
cational section, ahead at woik. The
views of such authorities In the Held
of charities and corrcctlouH demand
thoughtful consideration.

l'lLN'NY WISE.
It seems strange that at a time when

the public Is deliberating upon the best
manner in which to curb monopolies the
Sugar Trust should tluoiv elovvu the
gauntlet for a war that cannot but harm
evcrjbody concerned.

According to the dispatches, the Sugar
Trust has cut the price per pound of
its product from 5 o:i cents to : cents
to all Mlssouil Klvcr points, the only
territory in which beet sugar Is a herl-ou- s

competitor. It is aid that the busi-
ness of the men who have been engaged
in developing the growth of beets Is
threatened with annihilation by the cut.

It will not do for the public to think
for a moment that It W the gainer by
the reduction In the price of sugar. For
a while sugar will lie loner just as
long as the capital of the beet men
holds out. The new industry once
crushed, prices will return to the ab-

normal level of the tnifit.
This annihilation of the beet-suga- r

mamifactute is entirely possible. It has
taken long jears of patient and costly

A
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linking sugar out of beets in sufficient
Humilities to nav lxitli the f.'inner and
the irllner. The Government has aided
in the work, m.ikiug liberal approprla-t'on- s

lor the propagation 0f new varie-
ties.

I!y thus furring the issue on the pub-
lic the Sugar Trust cncoi.T.igcs a spirit
of unt.igoiiism where there should be
the lalmest deliberation. The problem
of controlling trusts and monopolies
should not be a political question, but
one of biond policy. Hy this unwar-imiie- tl

cut in a irstrictetl territory that
is euilcaMiiiug to create a new and
piolitnhle piotluct for the farmers, the
Sugar Trust arouses an animosity that
would be kicking but for its own action
and other actions of a similar kind.

TO HE EXPECTED.
It will not surprise those conversant

with business conditions to learn from
a repoit issued by the Comptroller of
the Ct ncy that the .Middle, Southern
and Western States lead all othel sec-

tions of tlie country in the number and
e.ipiullzntlou of national banks organ-
ized dining the past eighteen months.

At i oi ding to his report, which in-

cludes the j ear and a half preceding
Oi tober 1. there were 715 national banks
oigaiii.ed. with a total capital of

Of these, L"J4. having a capital
of $'j,i55,ouu, are In the Middle States;
171, capitalized at Sil.L'oSUJOO, are In the
Southern division, and 151, with a capi-
tal of $1,i5.immi, sue In the Western
gioiip.

It is also consistent with the amount
c( business that has been done there
during the past few months for Teas
to lead other States in the number of
uatiou.il hanks oigaulzed. During the
p.'st eighteen months ninety banks have
been formed in Teas.

Theie has been no Hue of business or
any fiinmerci.il Indicator that has failed
to icllect the same evidence of giowth
in these three groups of States. Each
of them is gradually establishing Its
financial independence by aa internal
development that has had a wonderful
Impetus of late .vear..

I'erhaps this touting independence is
best foreshadowed by the fact that only
?::0O,(i(M) lias been required in St. Louis
from the United States Treasury for the
shipment of nops. There are many
points In all the West when.' absolutely
no outside loans will be ued for this
purpose. It is nid that Kansas is

free from any embarrassment, the
banks of that State overflowing with
cash.

This is indeed a healthy indication of
the prosperity that prevails through the
country adjacent to St. Louis. This
city in feeling the effect of the happy
conditions by the largest sales of manu-

factured pi mlnels that have ever been
recorded. The West and the South are
comiug. into their heritage.

If our simple deed" of
charity everybody's evcrjday giving of
what he can spare are to bo measured
against such monumental thing", many of
us will be discouraged In v'cw of the
smallncss of our offerings. Such is human
nature.

"Why not let It all b done by the multi-
millionaires? The best vve ctn do amounts
to nothing In comparison." Thus many sin-
cere and modest people II say.

But have jtm over thought of the real
meaning of the word philanthropy?

Of course It !s plainly enough composed
of two Greek words, one of which signifies

Ity by healing the sick, we have had this
Philippine problem on our hands for three
ears without pondering the message to

ourselves as a nation In the passage of
Scripture Just quoted.

In the Philippines the proper treatment of
smallpox. leprosy and measles has been
utterly Ignored that thousands suffering
from these diseases have always been per-
mitted to wande'r unrestrained, begging on
the highroads, and even Jostled In the
crowded city streets. About one-ha- lf of the
native population are afflicted with cutane-
ous diseases. We are told that In 1SS2. when
cholera morbus In epidemic form bad prac-
tically all at Its mercy, carrjlng off thou-
sands of victims, "the preventive recom-
mended on this occasion, viz., praer to St.
Roque, proved quite Ineffectual to stay the
plague!"

American phvslcians know what measures
should be adopted to prevent or cure these
familiar diseases, and such outlandish ali-
ments as beri-be- rl would, I assume, tempt
some of our, scientific men to visit the far
East by the offer of a new field for their
humane studies.

I am far from willing to charge the Ameri-
can Government with entire disregard of
thin matter. Some of the Filipinos will be
helped Incidentally bv the sanitary reforms
begun at Manila, primarily for the benellt of
our officials and the garrison.
